Parliament and Legislature 


The task of framing a constitution for the Dominion of Canada was un- 
dertaken just at the time when the Ugited States was engaged ina life and 
death struggle between the States of the North and the Southern Confeder- 
acy. The war of secession arose out of the issue of States’ rights, individ- 
ual States claiming and asserting their right to thé exercise of certain autono- 
mous rights and powers and charging interference! and usurpation of those 
rights and powers by the Federal authority at Washington, 
the fathers of the Canadian Conf deration deliberately framed a constitution 
with the underlying ide’ of creating a strong and powerful Federal author- 
ity, rather than the development of strong Provinces. Conse quently, the 
constitution of Canada is bas: d on the reverse principle to that which was 
recognized in framing the constitution of the United States, 

By the constitution of the big American republic, all powers not ex- 
pressly reserved to the Federal Government belong to and are exercised by 
the respective States; in Canada, on the other hand, all powers not ex- 
pressly conferred upon the Provinces are reserved to.the Federal Govern- 
ment. This marked difference in the underlying principle of the constitu- 
tions of the two countries frequently leads to misunderstanding of the pow- 
ers and functions of Provincial Governments on the part of new settlers in 
this country from across the border. Asa result, requests and demands are 
made upon Provincial Governments which it is not within their powers 
and jurisdiction to grant. 

It is manifestly impossible in a brief article to attempt even a bare 
enumeration of the exclusive powers conferred by the British North 
America upon the Dominion Parliament, on the one hand, and Provincial 


With the grim results of such a dispute over States’ rights before them, 


Legislatures on the other hand. ‘Suffice it is to say that matters of a 
national character, and those having to do with other countries, a3 we'l as 
those which are of an interprovincial nature, are reserved exclusively to 
Parliament. These include trade and commerce, navigation and shipping, 
both sea coast and inland fisheries, postal services, military, naval and all 
matters connected with national defence, the criminal law, weights and 
measures, banks, banking, currency and coinage, etc. etc. The Dominion 
Parliament has power to raise its reventcs in practically any and every way 
it chooses, and to levy taxation on all the people, both direct and indirect. 

, Provincial Legislatures, on the other hand, are restricted to the raising 
of money by direct taxation within the Province, the imposition of license 
fees, by borrowing on the sole credit of the Province, and through the man- 
‘agement of such natural resources or local works and undertakings which 
they may possess. {n legislation, the Provinces have jurisdiction over 
municipal institutions, incorporation of companies with Provincial objects, 
property and civil rights, the administration of justice, and generally all 
matters of a merely local or private nature in the’ Province. 

In regard to education, the Provinces have control, subject, however, 
to certain restrictions, and in the event of a Province not having respect for 
these limitations on its authority, the Dominion Parliament has the right 
to interfere and pass remedial legislation correcting an established griev- 
ance. This limitation, however, has only to do with the matter of separate 
schools and the rights and privileges which by law are enjoyed by Roman 
Catholic or Protestant minorities respectively. This restriction upon the 
powcrs of Provinces in the matter of cducation, and the dual control pro- 
vided for in certain contingencies, has been the cause of more bitterness, 
friction and strife in Canada, and has been responsible for retarding its de- 
velopment and prosperity to a greater extent, than any one other thing. 
Nevertheless, it must be remembered that unless the compromise, which 
this feature of our Constitution contains, had been arrived at, it would not

have been possible to achieve Confederation in 1867 and ‘probably not at 


any subsequent period. 


The Dominion Parliament and the Provincial Legislatures both possess 
power to pass laws in relation to agriculture and immigration, but no Act 


of a Province may over-ride or be in 


conflict with,a Dominion Act.

Another matter over which legislative and légal differences of opinion 
have arisen between the Dominion and the Provinces is as to ownership 


and control of natural resources within a Province.

‘President of Brit'sh Board of Trade 


Says Prices Must Drop But

Sir Robert Horne, president of the 
British Board of Trade, speaking at 
Manchester, said that he did not be- 
lieve that the present slump in trade 
would be of long duration, but prices 
must come down. The proportion of 
goods which the dominions received 
from Great Britain, said Sir Robert, 
was Iess now than before the war.

On U.S. Would Be Dangerous, 

“The utilization of western coal in

Gas the Gopher 


Value of Chlorine For Destruction of 
Pests Has Been Proven. 

Ottawa.—The value of chlorine gas 
for the destruction of gophers is em- 
phasized in a brief article which ap- 
pears in .the Agricultural Gazette, 
published by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The articl. de- 
scribes a number of experiments 
which were conducted to ascertain 
the effect of the gas on gophers, re- 
sulting in the conclusions that these 
animals can be effectually destroyed 
by means of chlorine, that the de- | 
struction can be accomplished in al 
short time, and that it is economical. 

The processyof destruction consists 
in liberating chlorine into the gopher 
holes.

Heavy Horses in Demand 


Horse Dealers Endeavoring to, Pro-. 
duce Animals | Weighing | 
Over 1,600. — 

“Saskatchewan-is now the leading 
horse breeding province in the Do- 
minion and the market for heavy: 
draft horses is in a healthy con- 
dition,” says the annual report of 
the Provincial Livestock Commis- 
sioncr. The demand has increased 
during the past year. In fact, the 
demand for good quality, young, 
heavy draft horses weighing 1,600 
pounds and over cannot~be supplied. 
The efforts of all parties interested 
in the horse breeding industry—are 
now being directed to the production 
of good quality heavy drafters, for 
the demand will be greater-than the 
supply for quite a number of ycars 
to come. There is: also a very 
healthy demand for good agricultural 
or ‘medium weight draft horses.’ This 
demand comes almost entirely from 
some of the farming districts of the 
province, and, white the prices on 
these horses are lower than on the 
heavier ones, still they are being 
purchased at satisfactory prices to the 
breeders. 

“The class of horse, however, 
which is not being produced at a 
profit and which is really a drug on 
the market is\ the very light horse. 
The fact is now realized that - the, 
light horse, no matter how hardy or 
tough he may be is of ‘much less 
value. for draft. purposes than the 
heavy, powerful horse of good con- 
formation, such as is sired by a good 
Clydesdale, Percheron or Belgian 
stallion. All of the province, but 
particularly the south-western por- 
tion, has more light horses. than 
there is any demand for or than there 
is any likelihood to be any demand 
for in the future, The lesson, there- 
fore, is clear that the breeding of 
this type of horse in this agricultural 
province should be discontinued at 
once,”

Passenger Aerial Service. 


Will Be Inaugurated Between Mon- 
treal, Toronto. and New: York. 

A passenger service by air between 
Montreal, ‘Joronto and New York 
will be inaugurated carly next sum- 
mer, says J. W. Norcross, president 
of the Canada Steamship Lines, Lim- 
ited, who has returned from a trip of 
several months to England and the 
continent, While in England, 
Mr... Norcross contracted for two 
Vickers-Vimy seaplanes, which will 
have a capacity for carrying twelve 
passengers each in addition to two 
pilots. . The planes are to be cap- 
able of developing a maximum speed 
of 127 miles.per hour and are of -the 
type that is ‘operated: practically with- 
out noise, Delivery of the two ma- 
chines is expected by next spring. 

The New York, Toronto, Montreal 
service will follow the water courses 
between the tree centres, thus as- 
stiring a maximum of*safety to the 
passengers of the air‘craft. 

“The new service will be “largtly 
in the’ way of an experiment,” he 
said, “but I am convinced that aerial 
transportation is the one of the fu- 
ture and is possessed of—unbounded 
possibilities in a commercial way. 
Canada Steamship Lines is the larg- 
est inland transportation system in 
the world, and there is no reason 
why the company should not become 
the premier acrial one as well.”

Stars Regulate 


World’s Clocks 


Greenwich Clock D: Daily Corrected By 
Passage of Certain Stars. 

The receytly appointed Astrono- 
mer-Royal, Sir Frank Dyson, senior 
warden of the London (Eng.) City 
Guild of Clockmakers, is responsible 
for Greenwich time, which is decided 
by the passage of certain sfars, known 
as “clock stars,” over the incredibly 


thin spider's thread, which,~fixed in 


the Jens of the transit instrument at 
the-Royal Observatory, serves as the 
all-important Greenwich meridian. 
By electricity the masterclock at 
Greenwich automatically fires time- 
guns and drops time-balls in yarious 
parts of Great Britain, and sends the 
hour of ten a.m. to post offices and 
railway termini. The Greenwich 
clock is one of the most accurate in 
the world; but it is not quite perfect, 
and its “rate” is daily corrected by 
the observations made the previous 
night by the “Clock stars,” unless 
clouds have hidden. them. But if 
clouds prevented the correction of the 
Greenwich clock for a whole year its 
error in that time would be barely 
five seconds.

resources and affairs, outside: of the 
the 
Canadian standpoint~ That is, of 
those portions of the Dominion which 
are settled, developing and producing. 
General knowledge of the vast area 
to the extreme north of Canada may 
be put down as nil, Even in Can- 
ada and among Canadians, the most 
colossal ignorance exists, time hard- 
ened superstitions are harbored, and 
there is a woeful Jack of information 
on the Dominion’s vast hinterland 
penetrating into the Arctic Circle and 
reaching almost to tle Pole. 

This situation is largely due to the 
small amount of exploratory work 
which has been done in these regions 
and to the lack of interest ‘in . the 
small- amount of information which 
those who knew that region, and be- 
lieved in it, attempted to drive home. 
The common conception which has 
always ruled public opinion is that of 
a vast desolate region bereft of ver- 
dure, perpetually enshrouded -in ice 
and snow, uninhabited and uninherit- 
able for man or beast. That this 
territory might be a valuable adjunct 
to the rest of the Dominion has nev- 
er been believed or realized until late. 

Vilhjamitr Stefannson, the nored 
Canadian Arctic explorer, who ‘may 
be said to be the only man, excluding 
Eskimos, who thoroughly knows 
this country, has in his lectures found 
it necessary to devote most time to 
the preliminary work of dispelling 
old illusions and breaking down live- 
long prejudices of an ice-bound land, 


and in the preparatory work of im- 
parting a picture of tlre land as. it 
really is, As he is wont to say: 

“How do you suppose that I could 
live there five years sumptuously with 
seventeen men and’ fifty dogs, and 
find substance entirely in the re- 
sources of the country, if it were not 
a land of natural productivity. And 
during that time we never missed a 
meal or lost a dog.” 

Popular prejudice will have to ba 
overcome before steps can be taken 
to develop this territory in the man- 
ner that its resources justify. 

Contrary to general belief, and at 
first calculated to arouse a certain 
amotnt of scepticism, this enormous 
area has a remarkably beautiful sum- 
mer cqual in its attractiveness and 
economic value to that of other parts 
of the American continent, The 
land in the summer months is cov- 
ered with a rich, luxuriant vegetation, 
and from the earth spring hundreds 
of varictics of flowers which deck the 
landscape. ‘To find snow, one must 
climb to mountain peaks, and glaciers 
are unknown. 

The southern portion of this area, 
as far as trappers have penctrated, 
has always produced a valuable and 


extensive fur pack, but wealth along 


other lines has been neglected and un- 
exploited. The mineral resources of 
the region are extensive, if we are to 
believe the reports of explorers, and 
only recently the Imperial Oil Com- 
pany struck oil at a point within the 
Arctic Circle, north of Great Slave 
Lake and close to the McKenzie 
River.

Salt at Fort McMurray 


Extensive Field Definitely Establish- 
ed By Government Drillers, 

The existence of an extensive ficld 
of high grade salt at Fort McMurray 
has been definitely established by 
drillers operating under the direction 
of the Provincial Govérnment, the 
well having been sunk through thirty 


feet of pure sale at a depth of 650 feet. - 


The exploration well at McMurray 
was begun about twelve months ago, 
under the direction of Hon. Mr. Cote, 
and the strike bears out the opinion 
of geologists that an- immense field 
of salt exists along the Athabasca 
River in the McMurray region. 

The government well has been 
drilled practically in the townsite of 
Fort McMurray, but has been beset 
with mechanical difficulties since 
operations were begun. At the pres- 
ent time, the drill in the salt vein to 
a depth of 35 feet, work has again 
been held up with equipment trouble.

A statement credited to professors 
of the University of Missouri, that a 
perfect substitute for radium can be 
produced through a chemical process 
which purifies mesothorium, is dis- 
puted by British scientists, 
those. who disagreed with the asser- 
tion are Sir Ernest Rutherford, of 
Cambridge University; Prof. W. 
Bragg, of London University; N. U1. 
Glew, chemical radio expert, of Lon- 
don, and Prof, Frederick Soddy, of 
Oxford University. 

The British scientists agree that 
mesothorium has some of the prop- 
erties and functions of radium, but 
deny that mesothorium can be con- 
sidcred an absolute substitute for the 
more valuable product.

Experiments May Prove of Practical 
Value in Navigation. 


All the world has learned some- 
thing of the hydrophonc—the instru- 
ment which enables the presence of 
submarines to be detected by the 
vibrations they set up in the water. 
Less is known about the wonderful 
experiments carried out in connection 
with this work, in the production of 
sound sunder water. The method 
ultimately adopted was to blow a jet 
of condensing steam from a nozzle on 
to a diaphrégm under water, This 
resulted in the production of a soft 
musical note which could be heard. by 
means of a hydrophone up to a dis- 
tance of eleven nautical miles, The 
manner in which the sound is produc- 
ed is closely akin to the “bringing” of 
a kett!e before ‘it boils; the repeated 
collapsing of’ bubbles of steam on 
coming into contact with cold water 
s:ts up vibrations which, under cer- 
tain conditions, are rapid enough to 
These experi- 
ments are of great scientific interest 
and may well prove of practical value 
in commercial navigation as well: as 
in naval operations. 


Divining Rods 


Have Been Pretty Thoroughly Dis- 
credited After Many Tests. 

We are inclined to accept with re- 
serve the report that the French 
Government has decided to test the 
value of water-divining in its African 
colonies and has appointed a number 
of hazcl-twig experts as members of 
a scientific commission, consisting 
otherwise of geologists and surveyors, 
to hunt for new oases in the Sahara 
desert. The divining rod has been 
pretty thoroughly discredited by con- 
sistent non-performance in the coun- 
ics during which superstitious belief 
in its efficacy has prevailed. The 
pioneers of the west, particularly 
those who settled in the little water- 
ed sections, were familiar with it. If 
the divining rod had had half the 
power that used to be claithed for it, 
the country would now be dotted 
with flowing wells and rich mines.—
